London, Aug. 8.—Four Ameri- 
cans were pst on. a „British 
steamship Belgian Prince which 
was sunk by a German submar- 
ine. Thirty-eight persons were 
drowned. Three persons were 
rescued by a patrol boat. The 
survivers say the submarine 
shelled the vessel after which the 
commander ordered to take to 
boats and go alongside the sub- 
marine, The Germans removed 
the life belts and clothing from 
all of the crew except eight and 
smashed the lifeboats with axes; 
then re-entered the submarine, 
closed the hatches, leaving the 
menon deck. After travelling on 
the surface several miles the U- 
boat submerged.
